TAY NINH, Vietnam (AP) - 
An American soldier, held pris­ 
oner by the Viet Cong for more 
than two y ears, was set free 
early today and walked bare­ 
foot eight hours to safety at an 
allied base camp 70 miles north 
of Saigon. 
The U.S. Command in Saigon 
identified 
him 
as 
Staff 
Sgt. 
John C. Sex ton Jr., 23, of War­ 
ren. Mich. 
They said he was 
captured Aug. i2, 19 69 , when 
his 
armored 
unit 
was 
am ­ 
bushed near An Loc, about 15 
miles from where he was freed. 
He was pronounced in “gen­ 
erally 
good” 
condition 
after 
being ex amined at an Army 
hospital. But field officers who 
saw Sex ton said he looked “ a 
little drawn” and his feet were 
cut and sore. 
There 
also 
was 
some 
in­ 
dication he may have suffered 
an arm wound, they said. 
They q uoted him as say ing he 
reached the cam p at Loc Ninh, 
just south of the Cambodian 
border, with the aid of a crude 
map drawn for him by his cap ­ 
tors. 
He also was given a scrap of 
paper with a m essage in Eng­ 
lish 
and 
Vietnamese, 
asking 
people to assist him in return­ 
ing to the American side. 
The man, a prisoner since 
August 
19 69 , 
said 
he 
didn’t 
know where he had been held 
or by what route the Viet Cong 
brought him to the point of re­ 
lease, officers reported. 
The 
location 
suggested 
he 
may have been held in Cam­ 
bodia, officers said. 
He said he had been “ con­ 
stantly on the move’’ for a long 
time and particularly in the 
last 10 day s. 
He was freed at 3 a.m. in 
rough 
jungle 
terrain 
and 
reached Loc Ninh about 11 a.m. 
“He was hobbling and his 
feet were in bad shape, but oth­ 
erwise I would say he looked in 
pretty good shape,” one senior 
U.S. officer said. 
He was taken to a hospital at

Binh, 
the 
U.S. 
Army 
headq uarters 
post 
12 
miles 
northeast of Saigon. 
The prisoner was the 24th 
American released by the Viet 
Cong, the U.S. Command said, 
and the first in 22 months. Nine 
others have been freed by the 
North Vietnamese, and a hand­ 
ful have escaped.

Employment Shows 
Substantial Gain 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
nation’s unemploy ment dipped 
slightly last month while total 
employ ment rose substantially , 
the government reported today . 
Most of the gain, however, 
was among part-time workers 
and millions of Americans suf­ 
fered a drop in weekly earnings 
because of a shorter average 
work week, the Labor Depart­ 
ment said. 
Total 
unemploy ment 
edged 
down by 221.000 to 4.8 million 
and 
Ihe 
jobless 
rate 
inched 
down from 6.1 to 6 per cent of 
the nation's work force and the 
Bureau 
of 
Labor 
Statistics 
called it “ virtually unchanged.” 
Total 
employ ment actually 
fell 1.4 million, but on a season- 
aly adjusted basis the bureau 
figured it at an increase of 300,- 
000 
because 
it 
usualy drops 
more as y ouths working for the 
summ er return to school. 
The 
report 
said average 
weekly 
earnings of some 45 
million 
rank-and-file workers 
dropped 27 cents to $128.76 be­ 
cause of the shorter working 
hours in many industries. 
A 
drop in the length of the work 
week usually signifies lagging 
business and production. 
The average pay check was 
$7 03. or 5.8 per cent, above a 
y ear earlier but after deduction

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskie of Maine is 
opening a new phase of his 
Democratic 
presidential 
bid, 
seeking 
endorsements 
from 
party leaders to build momen­ 
tum as he prepares to an­ 
nounce his candidacy and test 
it in the primaries. 
He got three big ones Thurs­ 
day, from Sens. Stuart Sym­ 
ington and Thomas F. Eagle- 
ton, 
and 
Gov. 
Warren 
E. 
Hearnes of Missouri. 
“This, with others that are 
anticipating endorsements, will 
contribute considerable political 
momentum,” Muskie said after 
flying to Washington from a 
New York campaign swing to 
meet with his three newly de­ 
clared supporters. 
“This has significance for the 
general election as well, look­ 
ing ahead if we get that far,” 
said Muskie. 
President Nixon carried Mis­ 
souri in 1968 by a slender, 20,- 
488-vote margin. 
Muskie said Thursday that 
since July , his organization has 
been trying to line up declara­ 
tions of support to be made 
public through the fall. 
He said he is the front-runner 
for the nomination, and has to 
keep moving politically. 
“This is one of the prices that 
position imposes,” Muskie said. 
“It is important to build mo­ 
mentum. Now we’re reaching 
the point where we’ll try to get 
commitments.” 
“I find among many of my 
colleagues the conviction that 
he is the best man to win in 
November,” Symington said. 
“Ditto,” said Eagleton. 
Muskie aides said Symington 
and Eagleton joined Sen. Philip 
A. Hart of Michigan as sena­ 
tors committed to the Maine 
senator.

night. 
In contrast to earlier days of

strike, 
when 
scattered 
shootings and vandalism were 
reported, the coalfields were 
quiet Thursday. 
Some non-union mines in Vir­ 
ginia and West Virginia, at 
least 14, that were shut down 
Wednesday by union pickets, 
reopened Thursday and worked 
with no apparent interruption. 
But the strike still affects an 
estimated 100,000 men — 85,000 
of those in the Appalachian 
fields. 
And layoffs continue among 
the railroads serving the mines 
and steel companies are report­ 
ed to be starting to feel the 
pinch. 
A spokesman for the Western 
Pennsylvania 
Coal 
Operators 
Association said Thursday that 
certain steel firms in the Pitts­ 
burgh area which haven’t been 
able to stockpile quantities of 
ligh grade coal will soon be 
hurting. 
He said stockpiles usually are 
sufficient only for 
dozen day s 
or more. 
The Norfolk & Western Rail­ 
way increased its furloughed 
crews to 460 while the Chesa­ 
peake & Ohio Railroad formally 
laid off 850 workers in Hunt­ 
ington and at Catlettsburg, Ky. 
Both moves were announced a 
week ago.

For ex ample, Bettye Miller is 
a transplanted Oklahoman who 
fell into the watch business be­ 
ca use “it wa s the most interest­ 
ing job I applied for when just 
out of Pratt Institute.” Her first 
job took her out of ex citing 
New York City to Lancaster, 
Pa., and into indoctrination m 
horology with Hamilton Watch 
Co. She left this firm to join 
Bulova, quit and returned to 
rise to her present challenging 
spot in the multi-million dollar 
industry. 
Decisions, decisions are tight­ 
er each year, she admits. 
“It 
takes almost a year to bring a 
completed design to 
market. 
, Therefore, it is important to 
I sense a trend so an item hits at 
the right time to match the 
consumers’ buying interest.” 
During a recent national jew­ 
elry trade show in New York 
she ticked off why time pressed 
so on designers. 
“The big problem is deciding 
what to add to a line that will 
sell,” she says. 
“ I try to keep up on every­ 
thing. to get the 
feeling 
of 
what’s happening and try 
to 
i translate 
it 
into 
watch 
de­ 
sign,” 
Miss 
Miller 
ex plains. 
“This 
means I 
keep up on 
clothing, 
autos, house 
decor, 
what types of vacations people 
are taking, what entertainment 
and entertainers they like.” 
Travel by Americans makes 
her job more difficult, she adds, 
since it makes many more Eu­ 
ropeanized 
and 
sophisticated. 
Europe, she feels, is still a year 
ahead in innovative watch de­ 
signs. Even though travel 
by 
millions presses her, 
she 
be­ 
lieves “everyone should travel. 
If you stay in one spot then you 
become insular and think that 
what happens in your tight lit­ 
tle world is what is happening 
everywhere and that, therefore,

it is right.” 
Miss Miller travels, especial­ 
ly to major U.S. cit-ies, and al­ 
ways goes home to Oklahoma 
to visit family and friends. This 
gets her out of the provincial 
Manhattan syndrome. 
Another reason she savs it is 
more difficult to project 
de­ 
signs is that persons of all ages 
are more fashion-conscious and 
independent. “They want some­ 
thing to fit their lifestyle.” 
The watch wardrobe is one 
result. More women, she points 
out, have at least three watch­ 
es. One for everyday, 
a 
fun 
watch such as a Spiro Agnew or 
Mickey Mouse and a dress up- 
elegant. Whatever the design or 
whether the price range is $6.95 
or $695 women want reliability. 
But interestingly she 
also be­ 
lieves that once we learn to tell 
time correctly as small 
chil­ 


dren we don’t really look at the 
numerals individually. 
M a n y 
new watch designs have only 
major markers at 12 and 6, or 
none at all. 
Those under 25 helped create 
a lively interest in watches. But 
the giant fad watches are shrin­ 
king in size.

It was described as the first 
mass deaths of state fire fight­ 
ers since November 1966 when 
14 men—four Marines and 10 
firemen—died while fighting a 
fire in Angels National Forest.

Bigger Tax 
Cuts Sought 
For Individuals

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 
powerful critics of President 
Nixon’s 
tax-cut 
bill 
say its 
thrust should be toward in­ 
creasing consumer buy ing pow­ 
er. not boosting purchase of 
more plants and equipment. 
Sens. Fred R. Harris of Okla­ 
homa and Vance Hartke of In­ 
diana joined two other Senate 
Finance Committee Democrats 
in announcing Thursday they ’ll 
try to revise Nixon’s bill to give 
a bigger break to individuals. 
Harris and Hartke said there 
already is a big idle plant ca­ 
pacity in the nation. 
Harris urged $ 6 billion in tax 
benefits in the $ 15.4-billion tax 
cut measure be diverted to cuts 
in 
lower-income-bracket 
pay ­ 
ments. 
Hartke pushed for a 20-per­ 
cent boost in Social Security 
benefits and a $ 1,000 personal 
income tax exemption. 
They were joined by com­ 
mittee 
Chairman 
Russell 
B. 
Long, 
D-La., 
and 
Abraham 
Ribicoff, D-Conn., in the call 
for revision of the bill. 
They announced their objec­ 
tions to Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury John B. Connally as he ap­ 
peared to open the committee’s 
public hearings on the House- 
passed bill. 
There 
was 
some question, 
however, whether the senators 
would agree on the changes 
they want, then be able to 
round up the nine votes needed 
to get them through the com­ 
mittee. 
The committee’s seven Re­ 
publicans seemed to line up sol­ 
idly behind Connally ’s position 
and at least two Democratic 
conservatives might go along 
with them. 
Long said the bill is unba­ 
lanced in favor of business and 
the Senate should redress this. 
He also insisted something be 
done to roll back high interest 
rates. 
Ribicoff said the measure ig­ 
nores 
problems 
of 
poverty - 
stricken families. He suggested 
the $ 5.5-billion welfare-reform 
plan be attached to the bill. 
But Long, a bitter foe of the
